FIRE COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


Fire Department 


There have been three bell alarms, five out-of-town 
calls, three false alarms, twenty-six chimney fires, 
ten still alarms and two brush fires during the past 
year. We have added some new apparatus during 
the year, including five hundred feet of new hose and 
one new nozzle; also one battery for fire truck. The 
truck is now in good condition. The hose house needs 
painting and slight repairs should be made on the 
roof. 
We have paid $2,000 on the debt of the Fire 
Department, leaving a balance of $3,000. We recom- 
mend raising $1,500 to be paid this year. 


Sewer Department 


We have had very little expense during the past 
year for maintenance of sewer system. New con- 
struction on Broadway, Thurlow and Langdon streets 
necessitated an expenditure of $1,310.44 for labor 
and supplies. This work was done in conjunction 
with the Water Department in the new construction 
work on these three streets. We figured it was a 
saving of expense to the district to do the work at 
this time, as it would have to be done in the near 
future. Because of this new construction it was 
necessary to borrow money, which leaves the sewer 
department owing a note of $750.

REPORT OF WATER COMMISSIONERS 


The usual $1,500.00 should be raised for water 
purposes; which, with the water rents, will be suff- 
cient to maintain and repair the system, make some 
extensions or replacements, and provide for another 
appreciable reduction of the interest-bearing debt. 

This board was new to the business two years 
ago and had to learn it from the ground up. It also 
had to choose a new man for superintendent, who was 
paid only for the hours he worked. Mr. Charles M. 
Clifford, by his loyalty, his painstaking effort to learn 
a new business, his willingness early and late to do 
thorough work, and his constant effort to make sure 
that the district should receive just compensation for 
the water delivered to its customers, has rendered 
commendable service, which we. appreciate. 

The hearty cooperation of the treasurer, Mr. 
Gordon M. Clay, in the performance of his duties in 
collecting the water rents and his care in handling the 
business of his office, has been very helpful. 
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The collection method adopted last year improves 
in efficiency by use. The generous response to our 
appeal for early payment in January was remarkable, 
enabling the water department to square all its 
accounts and pay off more debt than was expected. 
All bills to January 31, 1922, are paid. The financial 
account is a year’s business of both income and 
expenses. The water debt was not increased by the 
extensions, notwithstanding statements to the con- 
trary. Rather than keep money in the bank idle, 
$1,500 of the principal of Series III of the notes was 
paid, saving a year’s interest. When surplus money 
has accumulated something was applied to notes so as 
to save some interest. The balance due on Series II 
notes was paid January 5, 1922. 

The more prompt payment of water rates for the 
past two years has saved the district a considerable 
sum in interest on notes and discount on bills. The 
phenomenal increase of excess water income July 
1921 made it possible to add a half mile of water mains 
to the system, complete the installation of meters and 
anticipate part of next year’s required debt payment. 
That extra large source of income has been obliterated, 
so a reduction of water rates would not be wise if the 
notes against the district are to be gradually paid off 
according to law, and the necessary extensions or 
replacements are to be made for the betterment of 
the service or the safety of the system. 


Within our two years of responsibility all the 
special rates and contracts have been adjusted, so 
that the largest and wealthiest users enjoy the same 
privileges as to prices as the smallest water taker. 
Uniformity of price has been difficult to arrange, but 
it now exists. 


This year’s reduction of debt was $3,000.00 For 
the two years under this board it was $7,915.89. 
Within these two years notes paying 5 per cent inter- 
est or over have been refunded to the amount of 
$5,500.00 at the rate of 414 per cent. During the new 
construction period temporary loans became necessary 
to save discounts and pay workmen to the_amount of 
$2,500.00, which were paid by November lst, 1921. 

The quality of the water was generally satisfac- 
tory until the Livermore Falls pulp mill fire. Then 
the excessive drainage of the pond stirred up so much 
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of the pipe sediment that it caused much complaint 
to be made of its condition. The trouble seemed to 
pass over the village in waves, and since then, owing 
to the drought, it has not been possible to do any- 
thing to improve the conditions in the way of cleaning 
out reservoirs and flushing the whole system. | 

The little pond was shut off in May and not let 
into the system until freezing weather, when it was 
all drained off and refilled by pumping. Experience 
shows. that this pond cannot be used during the 
summer months because of conditions that probably 
can never be remedied. An analysis of the water in 
the little pond last fall showed it unsuitable for domes- 
tic use. Spring flushing of all the main pipes probably © 


improves their condition. After the spring rains 
perhaps something can be done to improve the 
analysis. 


The one thing which has contributed more than 
anything to the welfare of this village is the new 
well constructed in 1918 at the springs near the 
pumping station. This well with the two forms of 
pumping provided ample water supply last summer, 
while many other villages suffered a shortage owing 
to the drying up of their sources of supply. An 
analysis of specimens of water taken at the depot 
and Mr. Benjamin’s by Health Officer L. D. Fogg 
February 17, 1922, were reported “Very satisfactory.” 

About 100 feet of 6-inch iron pipe was laid on 
South Main street, also a 2-inch branch to and on 
Crawford street, about 180 feet. On Thurlow street 
about 750 feet of 6-inch wood pipe was laid and a 
hydrant set at the end of the line near the Wakefield 
house. On Highland street opposite the Alberto 
Bowles house a branch connection with the main line 
was made and about 1,675 feet of 6-inch wood pipe 
was laid in the street west to Broadway, thence south 
on Broadway to Almon Wood’s new house and east 
on Hawthorne street nearly to Cooper street. Two 
new hydrants were set on this line. About 1,800 feet 
of sewer pipe was also laid along these lines in the 
same ditch, saving to the district probably $600.00 as 
well as enlarging the usefulness of our sewerage 
system. 

While there is much difference of opinion locally 
as to the propriety of using a wood pipe for water. 
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mains, one thing seems certain, that we secured the 
best made wood pipe and it was laid in the best pos- 
sible manner. The cost of the wood pipe section was 
about $1.50 a foot including extra fixtures, ditch- 
ing, blasting, filling etc. It is not possible to give 
close figures of cost on each street. 

The electric apparatus at the pumping station 
had two spells of breakdown. The extra cost of fuel 
and the cost of new transformers and repairs to the 
old ones and the motor amounted to about $1,000.09. 
The difficulty seemed to be imperfect construction or 
mal-adjustment of the motor and improper wiring 
of the transformers. Since August this part of the 
system has worked satisfactorily. 

The hydrant service is vital to the safety of the 
Village. Four have been placed in new locations. One 
of these was located on the main line where it crosses 
the road west of Ward’s Hill. This will make it pos- 
sible by use of our La France motor fire truck to put 
out a fire within a mile circle. The town, of which the 
Ward’s Hill district is a part, has for years appro- 
priated $200 to pay firemen. If this part of our town 
is saved from a conflagration or even a part of a house 
is saved, the outlay of not over $200.00 will not seem 
to have been a burden to this water department. This 
is our justification. Four hydrants which have been 
a source of trouble for many years, either from 
leakage or ground water have been replaced by an 
kmproved type. Only one other has shown up as a 
trouble maker from the same cause this winter.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


The details of the management of our schools 
are amply covered in the reports of our Superintendent 
of Schools and our Medical Examiner, which we print 
entire. 

We consider the schools as a whole in good con- 
dition both physically and from an educational stand- 
point. The district school buildings need. painting 
outside and we have made an allowance for this in our 
estimate. The increase in the number of high school 
pupils has made it necessary to spend some addi- 
tional money for equipment and more will be required 
the coming year. There should be about one hundred 
more double seats placed in the main hall and the 
laboratories and reference library would be benefited 
by increased expenditures. An increasing number of 
the pupils are taking the commercial course. This 
requires more typewriters and material, but it is 
little use to offer the course at all unless we make it 
worth while. This year we have installed four new 
typewriters and more may be needed next year. Our 
financial reports speak for themselves. We raised 
three thousand dollars less for school purposes this 
year than the year before, but have succeeded in pay- 
ing all our bills and have sufficient money in sight to 
finish the year unless unforeseen expenditures become 
necessary. . | 

The work of our Superintendent of Schools and 
our teaching force has been very satisfactory. We 
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consider that all are entitled to the thanks of the 
District for the successful work they have done with 
our school children.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


School Board of Plymouth: 


Gentlemen: 


As the present superintendent of the schools of 
Plymouth did not enter upon his term of office until 
September 1, 1921, this report will be concerned with 
the work of the schools during the period from Sep- 
tember 1, 1921, to February 15, 1922. 


Medical Inspection 


The medical inspection of the children has been 
thoroughly done by Dr. EK. C. Chase. A total of 324 
physical defects were found, and 294 notices were 
sent to parents and guardians. The local Red Cross 
has furnished necessary den al treatment for children 
who would otherwise have been unable to afford it. 
Such follow-up work as is possible is being done by 
the teachers and the Medical J»srector. Undoubtedly 
some effective results are being secured. Much more 
could be accomplished if 2 school nurse ‘were em- 
ployed. It is to be hoped that some way may be found 
to make one available for the children of Plymouth. 


The High School 


Total enrollment for the present school year 187. 

Membership February 15, 1922, was 170, of 
which 63 were non-resident pupils. 

Visits made by the superintendent 22, total 
number classes observed 47. 

Plymouth high school is a secondary school of 
high quality, thorough scholarship, and _ excellent 
morale. It is efficiently organized and controlled by 
Headmaster Orcutt, with a finely cooperating staff of 
teachers. 

The purpose of the superintendent has been to 
cooperate with the headmaster in securing a con- 
stantly improving and even more effective type of 
teaching. To this end the Superintendent holds a 
monthly meeting with the high school teachers, in 
which matters that concern the general professorial 
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status of secondary education are discussed. The 
headmaster, also, through general teachers’ meetings 
and personal conferences maintains a close and effec- 
tive oversight of the administration and instruction’ 
of the school. 

This year for the first time the course in the 
history of civilization is required of all freshmen. 
A special emphasis is put upon the “Three R’s” to the 
end that all high school graduates may go from the 
school with a sure foundation in these fundamentals 
of education. The school is so organized that all 
pupils who show need of instruction in these branches 
are given special teaching and drill. 

September 1, 1921, the staff of teachers included 
five new to Plymouth High School. They have had 
the usual perplexities that confront teachers in new 
positions. There has, however, been a steady improve- 
ment in the quality of their teaching. The staff as 
a whole is competent and adequate for the work of 
the school.

That the town of Plymouth is performing a very 
high service for the cause of education in New Hamp- 
shire through the Model Training Schools is indicated 
by the fact that for several years past the graduates: 
of Plymouth Normal School have taken first rank as 
teachers in the state. Supervision is directed toward 
securing an adequate education for the Plymouth 
children in these schools. <A staff of able and devoted 
critic teachers is cooperating to this end. The stu- 
dent teachers are taught to consider their duty to the 
children as paramount. Particular efforts have been 
made to secure better spelling and English composi- 
tion. The problem of articulation between the elemen- 
tary schools and the high school is being seriously 
studied.

Some plan ought to be worked out to relieve the 
congestion at Lower Intervale and Ward’s Hill. 

Only two of the teachers were new to their 
schools this fall. The whole staff has worked loyally 
and faithfully and have generally handled the work 
adequately. 

Thirty-two visits have been made to these schools 
so arranged as to give as nearly as possible a. half-day 
to each inspection. Conferences with the teachers in 
which they have been encouraged to talk over their 
problems and difficulties have followed each visit. 
Standard tests have been given in spelling, arithmetic, 
handwriting, and English composition, the results of 
which have been used to help the teachers in their 
work of instruction. 


In Summary 


A total of 589 pupils has been enrolled in all the 
schools during the present school year. February 15, 
1922, 524 children were receiving their education in 
the Plymouth schools. Of these 443 are residents. 

The loyal cooperation of the parents and teachers 
and the friendly support of the School Board and of 
Director Silver have been greatly appreciated.

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MEDICAL EXAMINER’S REPORT 
To the School Board of the town of Plymouth, 
jawed 


I hereby hand you mv report of work done in 
Plymouth Town School District. 


In beginning the task assigned me, I determined 
to make a special effort to carry out the good work 
that medical inspection was designed for, and this 
was made possible in a great measure through the 
cooperation of the health officer and the teachers. 
At the very beginning of the school examination I 
found the teachers not only cordial but very anxious 
for medical inspection of their pupils, as in most 
instances there were several things that needed 
immediate atiention, especially some skin diseases 
and in several schools, lice. The teachers were all 
anxious to stamp out, if possible, the loathsome dis- 
eases which make a schoolroom anything but a fit 
place for our boys and girls. We found numerous 
diseases prevalent in all the schools, but one of the 
most surprising things was the number of pupils 
attending school that had not been vaccinated. We 
visited six district schools, the Model and High School, 
and from the five hundred children examined we found 
and reported 92 unvaccinated, 8 poorly nourished, 56 
with defective vision, 20 with defective hearing, 1 
anemic, 1 nervous, 1 with heart trouble, 14 with skin 
disease, 20 cases of lice, 3 with orthopedic defects, 40 
with defective teeth, 59 cases of enlarged tonsils, 15 
cases of adenoids, 1 case of defective breathing and 
6 with enlarged glands. 

Vaccination has been avoided in some cases, as 
the people seem to think it is for somebody’s benefit 
besides their own. If they could be made to see the 
need of it, there would not be as much prejudice 
against it and neglect on the part of the parents to 
have their children protected against one of the worst 
and vilest diseases that the human family can have. 
Truly no intelligent person can afford to distee a 
the consequences of unvaccination. 

There has been some progress made through tie 
medical examination by having the parents’ attention 
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called to eye defects, and in most cases glasses have 
been fitted with good results. In some cases, however, © 
no improvement has been made, as poor oculists had 
been consulted, and they were not properly fitted with 
glasses. It seems to me too bad that the public cannot 
be protected against this class of robbers. 

The sanitary conditions are good, especially in 
the village. All the teachers in the rural districts 
are trying to keep the children clean, and there cer- 
tainly has been a marked improvement in most of the 
schools since medical examina‘ion wes introduced. 
It does not do much good for the examining physician 
to find defective eyes, teeth, tonsils, etc., and advise 
treatment, unless his advice is taken and treatment 
obtained. I have tried to be very careful and not 
advise treatment by notifying the paren s, unless it 
was essential and necessary that my suggestions be 
carried out, and I have found in some cases that they 
have, and in some they have no:. One more very 
important thing that I noticed—and that was in one 
of the rural districts, the teacher took particular 
pains and insisted that the pupils keep their teeth 
clean. In fact, she examined them herself every 
morning. The result was, there were only a very few 
defective teeth. If this could be followed out in all 
the schools, or rather by the aid of the teachers, in 
after years there would be very few dirty and poor 
teeth, as we all know that decay of the teeth is almost 
always caused by neglect in early life. 

The gradual development from the kindergarten 
to the senior in the high school was certainly a nice 
thing to observe, or from the first to the twelfth 
grade when the refined young ladies and gentlemanly 
young men went out from Mr. Orcutt’s care to enter 
college or a business career, showing the very good 
work and management of our school system, and the 
*inhabitants should be proud of our schools, and try 
to assist and encourage the school board, superinten- 
dent and teachers and all that have tried to make the 
schools of Plymouth equal to any in the state.
